They llve entirely alone on
the hills, and never do any regular work, Thay
aro not farmers, and though the wild land
where thoey liave thelr homes, just oulside the
Amproved ground, would give them sufalent
crops Inthe summer to support them all the
wintar, they nover ralse anything. They make
splint baakots, sauch as this that T have bought,
and coma down to sell them, They live'almost
‘sentiroly on nuts, which are very plentiful on
the hills ln the summer, but they make no pro-
wviaion at all for the winter, naglecting even to
lay ln nstock of nuats and fruit, or to supply
themaalves with wood for burning, which might
be had for the cutting. The fest frost, there-
fore, finds thom eold and starving, and they go

1n abody to tho Poor Master; but he can do
mothing for them, and theyare driven back
into the mountaing to face the winter. No
doubt many of them die of eold and a.?muro in
that terrible sesson, for, howevar mi‘ o winter
may be down here, it Is nlways bitterly cold and
stormy up thers, Ooccasionally a few of them
ako thelr way down through the snow, and
gﬁl’or food and olothing, which they earry up
to their friends above.

grontost iil!‘l’l-.‘uilr apd as ho camn to the wir-
faoe ho was understood Lo mutter something
about i eramp i but ha nnerwnr] ndmitted thnt
It was minny ronrs slnce he had bean in the
watar before, und he supposed he had forgotten
bow to awim.

Ike was at thia time aboul 58 yonrs of nge,
but looked much younger. He had been in
Cornwall about vight months when its poopula-
tion wans inoreasned by the arrival of n young
woman of twonty, who sald her namo was
Cinen and shie wns never known by nny othear
title. She oamo from w direction up?oellrﬁ- to
that from which Ike tad accived, nnd, Hike him,
sho wis Imlint\mm.l to work, nnd willing to o
to lhoc.:unl‘I iouen. Bhe was vary pretty, but
horarcival did not eronte any marksd sonsn-
tion, oxeapt fn the mind of ths Poor Master
who, as e himaell exproassd it to n resldent nl
Cornwall ntill living, " Shinned around untll he
was sick, sare, and sorry, teving to find the
womnan's antecedents, and finnlly made up his
mind that both Tkannd Cinea would Liaye to ha
Bupported ot tho expensn of the conpiy. He
woenl one moroipg to bring thom this choaging

Intallgence, nndfound thst the places that hine
konown themn knew them no more. They himl
formed n dafensive and_offensiva aliinnes, and

ad to the monntnink,. They built n rudo kit m}
the Schunemupk. Iving botwoon the ast and
the Woodeoek Mountains, Nve imilos from Curn-
wall, nndg elosn to a pinee culied Diark Hollow,

It wonld b dimeult to Nnd a deonrise stot in
all the Highlnnds of the Hudson, In winterthe
placo s almost inaeceasille, and whea the Nest
Rnow ﬂpvmlr-'-l on the mountain ops the pao-
plo of Carnwall expectod 1o soo Tke and Clarn
among them ngain. Bat throweh all the rigor
of & marciless winter the young rouplo lived in
thelr lofty home, and when spring again ap-
poaarad they had a little boy ta enre for.

Tho yenrs wont on. and ehildron worn horn
who grow to men nnd women on the mountaln
op, They had aoidea of mornlity, nond as the
weamo (o Lime 0 sort of aboosd race, Ao
found it impossibile to lorm matrimonial alll-
ances with the meIu inthoe valiey, they gradu-
wily neceptad the ltuntion, nnd lived in and for
thamaslves alone, Ike came 1o be known ns
" Old 1ks," and Claea wns spoken of as** Old
Aunt Clarn.” In 1844 Cinrs was siricken down
with J,mml;'lin. aod from the tine she was
placed lu bed alie never rose from it for thirty-
gu. yoirs, Six years ngo aho died, nnd was
dried on the mountalos, HSha wns 84 yanrs
old st the tima of her death, and her huaband,
who survived har only three years, had almost

secn his 100th bicthday when ho died.

T boooks now number nbout sixty, and
thare does not gaem to ba any prospoct of their
dying out. Laaket u\lkinf I8 tha only trade
g:u ollow. and thoy ﬁnn buy anything In

o way ol provialons, but live upon the nuts
and berries gathored by the women,

" The Bubrocks are hard drinkers, tul they
eare for nothing but whiskey. The proprivtor
of & liguor saloon in Cornwali 1011 ma that
soma yoars ago be got up at 3 o'clock vne bit-
terly ocold winter moraing to attend to some
business. He opened his salpon door, and
there eroushing ontalde was old lke, halt dead
with the colil. The Rroprlulor. whose name
wns Nhadon, pulled him In, and ssked him
what he was doiog there. ke said ho was
fulnu loto this woods to cut branohes to repuirc
ii8 bhouse, but he thought he would take a
‘mip* belors atarting. Snadon looked at the
man, who wos then upward of 80 yenes of nie,
nod nsked him how he expested 1o e through
such mdny na thnt was in the woods, Old Ike
Inughad contamptuously,

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OUT OF SING SING PRISON.

TUE ESCAPE OF A4 15-TEAR CONVICT
AFTER ONKE MONII'S TIME

Lenviag n Dunimy te Personate him in his Cell
~Aonjecinres as lo the M er of his Fa
enpe—Mecnplored Last Night In this Clly.

Jamos Holland, allna Goorge Coppingoer,
A notorious Knglish promasional thisf, sasaped
from Bing Bing prison on Friday night. Hol-
Innd wns sentonoced to Afteon yenrs' Imprison-
ment, and had ssrved just ono month of hid
tims, having besn committed on Oret, 20, His
offance  was burglnry in the first degree,
committed In the houss of Edwnrd 8, Ely,
nt 20 West Twenty-sixth street, in this
city, to whioh he confessod his gullt,
for fonrthat the penalty, upon his conviction,
would be still mors severs, Recorder Bmyth
sontenood him, Holland had beon in Bing Bing
prison befors. On tha 11th of July, 1877, he
was gontenced by Judge Gllderslesye to two
yoars and six months' imprisonment on con-
viotion of belng n roosiver of stolon goods, At
that time ho made no attempt to esenps, but be-
baved himself in prison for two years, ot tho
ond of which time he waa discharged, belng
entitled to the usunl drawback now allowed to
conviota who deport themaolves woll,

Holland 18 only an inch aver five fest tall, and
ho welghed only 111 poundsat the time of his
last commitment, He is 90 yenrs old, A fow
weeks ngo he was relleved from breaking
stones o the aguarry on account of slckness,
o wna examined by the prison nhysleinn, who
found his lungs to ba wenk, although it
is now thought by somo that the prisoner
wna only feigning slcknoss, Holland wos
musterad  duto the corps ©of  lnll  bova,
in  which enpncity he had to sorve
rations to the other prisoners, swesp nnd serub
the halls, nnd make himseil genernlly uselul,
Ha was quick, netive, and intolligent,  Holland
hnd niways given lia occupation ns that of
wilter, nnd his aptuess at pouring eoffeo, Lo,
mnids the korpars and others about the gront
privon think that the prisoner hnd  renlly
w'n‘rllmﬁrhouumbh in that position at some Lixe
ol his o,

Thn 1,600 nnd odd conviota who work In tha
quarry are marehed {oto the prison each uftere-
noon nt nbout 4 s o'clock. As thoy pass through
o certaln part of the prison each Is eiven
lils nllownneo of food, which ho takes to
his cell. About ffteen minuten Inter tho hall
boys Lring enns of coffes from the moess room
and phes It ip to the prisonors, about
a pint for such man, Holinnd did his work as
usual on Friday, but it is now recollected that
ho wus in alittle mors of a bhurry then usunl,
Whon le wis nearly |hrnu|ih pouring coffos he
eaid to another ballor, "1 want only aix inoro
cups for my gallery, Il you will give them to
the men out of your ean [ will take this empty
ean back to the mees voowm for you,"

The othar hall woy asspnled, and Holland
stnrted off with tho emuoty esn nt o guirk gt

The cell doors nre all lovked nach ovening at
ahout B o'olock. Holland's cell was il'.l‘ giallory
15. on the ground floor, nnd on the side of the
prison noarest to the ralirond, The keeper for
that gnllary was Jesss Nickerson. Thoere aro
fifty cells to each of the twonty-four galleries
of the prison, and forty-six culls {u gdllery
13 ware occupled. Nickerson, when it came
time to lock up, went from eoll to ecll, and
oloasd the iron doors. It is the duty of the
koepar to make surs that ench prisoner (s in
hin call belors locking the door. Bometimes
the rula qul eaph ocoupaut of a esll ust come
up to the iron grating and holl up his hand

a8 been rigldly sntoreed, Lut out of meroy for
